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Knesset members attack 
Begin over settlements 


TEL AVIV, Sept. 27 (Agen- 
*■***) — Israel's parliament 
(Knesset) staged a heated de- 
bate on the Camp David peace 
accords Wednesday with Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin under 
furious attack from his old 
supporters. 

Jewish extremists in Begin’s 
Likud coalition accused the 
prune minister of “betraying 
the nation'’ by agreeing to pull 
Israeli settlers out of S inai as 
the price of peace with Egypt 
Begin shifted uncomfortably 
as Likud rightwinger Moshe 
Shamir shouted at him: - 
“1 do not trust you. 1 was 
deceived. The nation was de- 
ceived. I was told under oath 
that the Sinai settlements 
would not be dismantled." 

The fate of the Sinai settle- 
ments dominated the debate, al- 


though the motion before the 
Knesset asked it for general 
approval of the two peace ag- 
reements signed at Camp David 
on Sept 17 between the leaders 
of Israel. Egypt and the United 
States. 

Begin, who earlier this week 
warned he would resign if the 
Knesset threw out the accords, 
went further Wednesday and 
made known he would quit if 
he failed to get majority sup- 
port in his government’s coa- 
lition. 

There seemed little chance 
of Begin having to make good 
his threat on either count. 

With the opposition Labor 
alignment mostly in favor of 
the accords, a comfortable ma- 
jority in the Knesset seemed 
assured. And even though most 
of die anti-Camp David feeling 


Israelis, Egyptians 
to have direct link 


CAIRO, Sept 27 (Agencies) 
— An advance party of Israe- 
li technicians is due here 
Thursday to set up direct com- 
munications between Egypt 
and Israel in preparation for the 
forthcoming negotiations to 
implement the Camp David 
Middle East agreements. 

Arrangements for their ar- 
rival are being handled by tbe 
American embassy in Cairo, 
and so are the exdhanges bet- 
ween the Egyptian and Israeli 
governments on the venue of 
the talks, U.S. Ambassador 
Hermann Eflts said Wednes- 
day. 

Unconfirmed reports suggest 
the meeting would be held 1st 
Ismailia midway on the Suez 
Canal American diplomats 
speculate the delegates of 
Egypt, Israel and the UJS. 
would meet during the first 
week of October. 

Eilts, speaking to reporters 
after a 90 minute meeting with 
Egypt's Acting Foreign Minis- 
ter BuXr os B. Ghaij said it is 
understood the Israelis will 
come only if the Knesset votes 
for abandoning Jewish set- 
tlements in Sinai. 

Egypt has said it is precon- 
dition to negotiations for the 
implementation of the Camp 


David accords that would have 
Israel withdraw from Sinai 
and allow the establishment of 
a local Palestinian administra- 
tion in the West Bank of Jor- 
dan in return for peace and 
normal relations. 

The Knesset, meanwhile, is 
still debating the issue amid 
indications Israeli Premier Me- 
nahem Begin would get the 
support of 90 of the 120 mem- 
bers for the ‘agreements he 
made in Camp David with 
Sadat and U.S. President Jim- 
my Carter. 

Eilts, emerging from a one- 
hour meeting with Dr. Bout- 
' ros said - in answer *o further 
questions that he expected the 
talks on a peace treaty to be- 
gin next week after the Jewish 
Yom Kippur religious festivi- 
ties. 

Hie added the U-S> would 
also be taking part in the talks. 

Eilts declined to give an ex- 
act date or venue for the talks. 

He said the U.S. was act- 
ing as an intermediary between 
Egypt and Israel. “We are ac- 
ting on behalf of the two go- 
vernments," he told reporters. 

The ambassador also said he 
had asked Dr. Ghali for mee- 
ting with President Sadat. 
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came from inside Likud it 
seemed likely that well over 
half the coalition’s 69 Knesset 
members would kne up behind 
Begin. 

Approval of the Sinai with- 
drawal was tacked on, in the 
government motion, behind the 
passage signifying acceptance 
of tbe two Camp David agree- 
ments. ■ 

Begin bad at first wanted the 
two matters discussed separate- 
ly but was over-ruled by Knes- 
set opinion. 

Speakers gave comparative 
little attention to the Camp 
David accord on a framework 
for establishing peace in the 
Jordan West Bank and in 
Gaza. 

It was the agreement for a 
peace treaty with Egypt, and 
its precondition that Jewish 
settlers must quit Sinai, that 
drew the bulk of the oratory. 

Speaker after speaker, in- 
cluding Labor members who 
approved the accords in gene- 
ral, stressed the sacrifices which 
they considered Israel was be- 
ing asked to make for peace. 

‘During the Knesset session. 
Begin left the hall for an hour’s 
meeting with United States Am- 
bassador Samuel Lewis. De- 
fense Minister Ezer Weizman 
was also present, cabinet sour- 
ces said. 

There was no immediate in- 
dication of what was discuss- 
ed during the meeting. 

No great material importan- 
ce was attached to the 11 
Jewish settlements in north 
Sinai, mostly devoted to rais- 
ing tomatoes, or to the three 
south Sinai establishments best 
known for aqualung diving and 
nude bathing. 

The most common complaint 
was that yielding up the nor- ■ 
them settlements, in their stra- 
tegic location near Israel’s bor- 
der. 

This was an argument fre- 
quently employed by Begin 
himself * until, following Camp- 
-David, he announced that -Is- 
raeli security experts now con- 
sidered abandoning the settle- 
ments entailed little risk. 

Another strong theme in the 
debate was that giving up 
settlements in Sinai could esta- 
blish a precedent for future 
withdrawals .from Jewish out- 
posts on the West Bank and in 
Gaza.

Kuwaiti minister 
says higfcer oil 
prices necessary 

OSLO, Sept. 27 (Agencies) — Kuwait's Oil Minister warn- 
ed Wednesday that Arab oil-prod uring countries could not 
continue tolerating the increasing erosion of their oil revenue. 

Sheikh Alt Khalifa al-Sabab. chairman of the council of 
ministers of the Organization of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OAPEC) said better prices were necessary to secure 
the continuous flow of world oil. 

He was speaking at the opening of a three-day seminar in 
Oslo on cooperation between Scandinavia and Arab coun- 
tries. 

Sheikh Ali said: “It is obvious that with the rising cost 
of development and technology, we, the Arab oil producing 
countries, cannot continue to tolerate tbe increasingly adverse 
effects of she erosion of our oil revenue." 

The Kuwait minister is also president of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC). 

Sheikh Ali said the security of oil supplies was crucial to 
developed countries but the growth of OAPEC countries' eco- 
nomies and oil sectors must be equally secure. 

To achieve these aims and correct imbalances in Lrade, 
prices would have to be raised to levels that would compen- 
sate for the depletion of resources and generate enough in- 
come for the growing cost of prolonging the life span of oil 
resources, he said. \ 

In another keynote speech, Norway's Petroleum and 
Energy Minister Bjarimar Gjerde, said Norway would also 
benefit from higher oil prices in form -of increased revenue 
from its North Sea oil. 

But Gjerde also warned his Arab guests against too rapid 
price hikes. He said “rapidly increasing oil prices might also 
destroy the stability and severely curtail the growth in the 
industrialized countries.*' 

Both- Gjerde and Sheikh Ali stressed they consider it a 
legitimate national concern to secure a reasonable return on 
their petroleum reserves. 

“Both from a national and international point of view, 
t feel that ihe pricing of petroleum is going to be a key ques- 
tion. 1 therefore repeat my appeal for moderation and co- 
operation so that the world economy wiU be able to bear 
the price increases that seem both necessary and inevitable 
in the 1980's" Gjerde said. He added: 

*T think it is fair to add, however, that the development 
of oil prices in thejast couple of years— actu^Jy falling^prices 
in real terfhs^ftftdugb contributiug to a wSvery-.-fn %e- 
world economy, have been a burden to the oil producing 
countries you represent," 

Emphasizing that the world gradually has to convert to 
other forms of energy, Gjerde said: 

ft should also be in the interest of the world communi- 
ty at large that the price of energy is increasing to allow a 
timely development of alternative sources of energy that must 
replace petroleum.” 

Oil ministers and high government officials of the OAPEC 
countries and Norway, Sweden, Denmark and Finland are 
participating in the seminar at a tightly police-guarded down- 
town Oslo hotel. 

Participating are also some 350 industrialists, economists 
and bankers from the four Scandinavian countries.

Numeiri counsels restraint 
over Camp David agreements 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 
27 (Agencies) — President Jaa- 
far Numeiri of Sudan urged 
all U.N. members Wednesday 
not to rush to judgment on 
the Camp Davfd accords to- 
ward Middle East peace. 

Numeiri told the 150-nation 
UN. General Assembly, “We 
should ... shed light on the 
positive elements of this ini- 
tiative.” 

Several of Sudan's fellow 
members of the Arab League 
have stressed what they consi- 
der negative elements of the 
; Egyptj a n-lsra eli agreements. 

“It is a historic attempt to 
make peace in the region,” 
Numeiri said <?f the conferen- 
ce that President Carter ar- 
ranged with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin. 

“We have to undertake a 
deep study and deep analysis 
(of the results) in tbe light of 
the resolutions,” he said, citing 
U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tions of 1967 and 1973 as the 
proper basis for an overall 
Arab- Israeli settlement 

At the same time, hi calico 
for support of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization wag- 
ing the Palestinians' “just stru- 
ggle to recover their home- 
land” and warned against “all 
sorts of international pressure" 
against it. 

He said Israel's persistent oc- 
cupation of Arab territories 
created a situation “which 
could lead to an armed con- 
flict in the area which could 
develop into a global conflict." 

He also said Zionism was a 
form of racism, accused Israel 
of collaborating with “racist” 


South Africa and quoted Rho- 
desian guerrilla leader Robert 
Mugabe as saying Israeli ma- 
chineguns had “found their 
way into the hands of racist 
repressers.” . 

Numeiri expressed “concern 
and dismay" at tbe situation 
resulting from foreign inter- 
vention in African affairs. 

He said the OAU summit 
conference that he presided 
over in Khartoum last July 
18-22 condemned all forms of 
intervention regardless of sour- 
ce, 

In another address Wednes- 
day, French Foreign Minister 
Louis de Guiringaud praised 
President Carter’s courage and 
tenacity in the Camp David 
summit and expressed the hope 
that the accords would further 
progress towards a '-ttlemenL 

He told the General Assemb- 
ly this settlement must be bas- 
ed on withdrawal from the ter- 
ritories occupied in 1967, re- 
cognition of the Palestinians' 
right to a homeland, on the 
legitimate security concerns of 
all states in the region and the 
mutual recognition of bounda- 
ries. 

On the situation in Southern 
Lebanon, where France has the 
largest national contingent on 
duly with the U.N. force, De 
Guiringaud said the U.N. 
troops had not the mission nor 
the means to restore the cen- 
tral government's authority. 

“The force cannot take the 
place of the government in the 
eooeEci&e of its sovereignty," 
be said.

Syrians dash again 
with Beirut militias 


BEIRUT, Sept. 27 (Agen- 
cies) — Syrian troops and 
right-wing Lebanese ■ militia- 
men clashed in the shell-scar- 
red southeastern districts of 
Beirut Wednesday and ' the 
Pbalangist radio said the Sy- 
rians had introduced a new 
type of rocket in their bom- 
bardment. 

- The right-wing radio said 
one person was killed -and 30 
were wounded in fighting 
Tuesday night and Wednes- 
day. 

The mainly Syrian Arab 
Deterrent Force (ADF) said 
in a statement on Tuesday 
night's clashes that it had suf- 
fered no casualties. 

Residents said the Syrians 
threw tanks into action early 
Wednesday, and the Fhalan- 
gisi radio said the ADF shell- 
ed the suburb of Hadaih with 
artillery, mortars and a new 
type of rocket not used so 
far. 

The shelling caused heavy 


damage to houses and or- 
chards. the radio added. 

The ADF statement said 
gunmen in the southern su- 
burbs Tuesday night stepped 
up the fighting gradually for 
two hours. 

During that time, ADF 
troops held their fire but had 
.. <o silence the. sources of firing 
when ADF positions were at- 
tacked with anti-armor roc- 
kets and mortars. 

Reliable right-wing sources 
said that seven Syrian soldiers 
were killed last Sunday in a 
flash wtith rigtist fighters 
which further raised tension. ’ 
The mandate of the Arab 
League force, established in 
October 1976 to impose a 
truce in the Lebanese civil 
war, expires Oct. 26 and 
right-wing leaders have insist- 
ed that it must not be renew- 
ed.

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JEDDAH, Sept. 27 — in 10 years, Jeddah will be one of 
the cleanest and most beautiful cities in the Middle East, May- 
or Sheikh Muhammad Said Farisi says. 

In an interview published in “Okaz” Wednesday, he said 
If development continued as now he expected to see the 
“Bride of the Red Sea” one of the cities most beloved by its 
people. 

He recalled Jeddah three decades ago surrounded by 
walls. The wells were demolished the city expanded rapidly 
and several areas, like Kandarah. Ruwais and Sabil, degenera- 
ted into chaos. Hamra, now the tidiest area, was taken over 
by the Municipality long before building started and the dif- 
ference from other parts of the city is clearly marked. 


Farisi admitted that sanitation was a major concern. 

He quoted a remark by Prince Majed, minister 'of 
municipal and rural affairs, that if people from. Switzerland 
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can come here, so can Swiss standards. 

Farisi endorsed Prince MajetTs view that every citizen had 
a duty to the city’s cleanliness. It was not the responsibility of 
the state alon^ 

”We are already using plastic bags for garbage but will 
soon launch another experiment — incinerators for those areas 
where it is difficult for municipal vehicles to collect garbage. 
We don't have enough equipment for garbage collection, and 
Prince Majed himself has taken up the matter. 

Jeddah Towers 

Farisi said Jeddah Towers would only go so far toward 
solving the housing problem, as it could not provide enough 
flats to cope with demand. 

There are 750 new villas on Mecca road, and a Korean 
firm has been awarded a contract to build 3,000 residential 
units. Farisi denied there were 500,000 flats vacant in Jedcbb, 
but said that there were least 60,000 ready for occupation. 

Although they were private properties, they could be 
acquired by the state and allotted to people in low income 
groups if they were in an area where services were available. 

Allocation of flats in Jeddah Towers should be for the 
needs, as there were many applicants for the small number of 
flats. 

Parks 

Turning to parks, of which there is a shortage, Farisi 
said that a 20,000-square-meter open space in Sharafia and a 
rock garden in Baghdadiah had been added since he took office 
The rock garden will be planted with cacti and succulents 
which will not place a strain on water supplies. 

Obhor creek will have its own park in the near future. 
Because of the salinity of the soil at Obhor and Jeddah, mu- 
nicipal officials are -preparing a study with experts from Bri- 
tain, Guinea and France on salt-loving plants. 

Cormcbe 

The 12-kilometer Comiche project and a six-kilometer 
recreation area along the coast north of the Saline Water 
Conversion Corp. headquarters were being followed by Prince 
Majed personally. 

Southern Jeddah will soon have an Olympic swimming 
pool and a park. Work was also in progress on Jeddah’s ring 
road which was expected to be completed in three years.

Subject: RECEIVING OF CARGO BY THE PORT 

1. After completion of the discharging operation of a vessel in a Saudi Arabian Port, the Port 
Management will furnish an Outturn Report which shall constitute a receipt for the cargo. 

The Outturn Report will show the following details:- 

a) Particulars of manifest/bill of lading (marks & numbers); 

b) Quantity discharged; 

c) Short-chipped os over-landed amounts; 

d) Damaged cargo; . 

e) • Recoopered cargo; 

f) Remarks. 

2. The outturn report must be signed by tbe owner’s representative or owner's agent. Refusal to 
sign does not invalidate the report. 

3. The Owner’s/charterer's agent has the option of appointing his own tally to counter check. 
Where this is not done, the Port’s tally must be accepted. 

If an independent counter-tally is ordered by foe Owner’s/Charterer's agent, and a dispute is 
noted, it most be settled without delay. 

If an owner* s/charterer's agent insists upon settlement of the dispute by retallying, any cot ts 
involved will be payable by the ownei/charterer.

30,000 Turkish students 
evicted from dormitories 


ISTANBUL, Sept. 27 (AP) 
— The Turkish government 
evicted 30,000 university stu- 
dents from state- supported 
dormitories Tuesday and sent 
them home in a move aimed 
at 'combating widespread ter- 
rorism. 

The controversial order was 
aimed at youths allegedly im- 
plicated in terrorist acts or po- 
litical agitation that has claim- 
ed about 900 lives since 1974. 
Most of the victims have been 
university students. 

Youth Minister Yuksel 
Cakmur said the order was 
part of a plan to introduce 
stiff disciplinary measures at 
some 40 government-support- 
ed hostels in major cities and 
towns. 

The government announce- 
ment met imm ediate opposi- 
tion from right-wing political 
parties and student organiza- 


tions who claimed Social De- 
mocrat Premier Bulent Ecevit 
would “install leftist rafli- 
tants" once the dormitories 
are vacated. 

Ecevit ’s nine-month-old go- 
vernment has been unable to 
control political terrorism, 
which is taking about two liv- 
es a day.

Subject: LIABILITY OF PORT’S STEVEDORES PERTAINING TO CARGO DIS- 
CHARGED AND HANDLED IN SAUDI ARABIAN PORTS 

1. The Port’s Stevedore is responsible for the quantity and condition of discharged cargo until 
delivery on to the consignee's transportation. 

2. Damaged packaging* where the contents are unspoiled, must be re-coopered by the Port’s 
Stevedore. Proper care must be exercised to ensure that Marks and Numbers are not obliterated by 
repair work. 

3. The Port’s Stevedore has the responsibility to make a correct tally with the utmost provessional 
care. 

4. The Port’s Stevedore must produce a complete Outturn Report, after completion of discharge 
operation. Irrespective of the standard data of vessel owners, agent etc. the Outturn Report must 
show the following details: 

a. Particulars of Manifest/Bill of Lading (Marks and Numbers); 

b. Quantity discharged; 

c. Short-shipped or over-handed amounts; 

d. Damaged cargo; 

e. Re-coopered cargo; 

f. Remarks. 

The Tally Sheets must be made up per day and hatch, together with a summary of all cargo 
discharged. 

5 . The complete and final Outturn Report must be compiled and delivered in accordance with the 
Rules and Regulations of the Customs and of the Ports Authority.

Ruby killed Oswald on impulse, 
brother tells House committee 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 
(AiP>— Earl Ruby testified 
Tuesday that his brother Jack 
insisted to his death that he act- 
ed on an impulse and without 
help when he barged through 
Dallas police lines and mur- 
dered Lee Harvey Oswald. 

Ruby told the House of Re- 
presentatives Assassinations 
Committee that he asked his 
brother why he shot Oswald, 
the- accused assassin of Presi- 
dent John Kennedy, and that 
Jack Ruby told him: 

‘fyhen I saw ban come 
through there with that smirk, 
oohts face as though he were 
happy he killed the president, I 
just lost control of myself.” 
Ruby also testified that his 
brother maintained he had ne- 
ver known Oswald before he 
shot him. 

Jade Ruby was convicted by 
a Texas state court of murder- 
s' Oswald. He was sentenced 
to death, but the conviction was 
overturned by the Texas Sup- 
reme Court and Ruby was 
awaiting a new trial when be 
died of cancer on Jan. 3, 1967. 

Ruby said his brother insis- 
ted to his death that he alone 
was responsible for Oswald’s 
murder— an event witnessed on 
television by millions of Ame- 
ricans two days after Kenne- 
dy’s assassination. 


The testimony came as the 
committee considered - various 
theories that critics of the War- 
ren Commission nave espoused 
in efforts to tfiscretfit the com- 
mission’s conclusions that Os- 
wald and Ruby acted alone. 

One conspiracy theorist has 
contended that the Warren 
Commission ignored evidence 
that Ruby agreed in 1959 to' 
be an informant for the FBI.

TV biography bemuses 
oldest living American 


BARTOW. Florida, Sept, 27 
(APJ — The life of 136-year- 
old Charlie Smith has become 
a legend, and Smith — the 
oldest person in the United Sta- 
tes — was around to see it 
depicted on film, even if he 
did deep through parts of it. 

From his nursing home 
wheelchair Tuesday he watch- 
ed a private showing of a 
dramatization of his long and 
colorful, years. 

The 90-mmute movie made 
for television traces Smith’s life, 
which saw him taken from Af- 
rica aboard a slave ship when 
he was 12 into bondage in 
Texas. After freedom in 1863 
by decree of President Abra- 
ham Lincoln, he became a 
cowhand, an outlaw, a fruit 
picker and finally a raconteur. 

Wearing a cowboy hat. Smith 
sat in front of the television 
screen dozing periodically. Sitt- 
ing next to turn was actor 
Glynn Turman who portrays 
him as a young man. 

The years have faded Smith’s 
eyesight, impaired his hearing 


and left him. at times, confus- 
ed. 

“The movie was about you, 
Charlie,” a nursing aide told 
him. “It was based on your 
life. Did you understand any 
of it?” 

Smith replied: “No, I didn’t 
■understand it. Not that I know 
of anyway.” 

Chief nurse Marilyn Ness 
came by occasionally, tapping 
Smith gently on the shoulder 
to awaken him. Turman leaned 
over to talk in whispers. Smith 
would nod, sometimes saying a 
few words. 

“He's not grasping much of 
this.” Mrs. Ness said. “But he 
loves the attention, the com- 
pany. It's like a party.” 

Smith, who is the oldest liv- 
ing citizen, underwent surgery 
last year because of poor cir- 
culation and had a leg ampu- 
tated last year. 

Through all of it. Smith has 
never lost his spirit. “He still 
likes to sit and reminisce,” 
Mrs. Ness said. “But like all 
of us, he has his good days and 
his bad.”

While the deal over Sinai between Egypt and Israel will 
proceed smoothly and reach a successful conclusion in three 
months, the West Bank part of the Camp David agreements 
stands a minimal chance of surviving. This may have been 
deliberate. The Sinai agreement is made in clear terms that 
leave no room for interpolation. The framework for future 
settlement in the West Bank has caused controversy from the 
minute it was signed. 


Israel's Men ahem Begin said he only committed himself 
to a three-month ban on the building of new settlements. 
Egypt and the United States sharply contested the claim, say- 
ing that the ban should last the entire five-year transitional 
period. Begin later said that the Israeli army will not withdraw 
from the West Bank. Arab Jerusalem will not be returned, a 
Palestinian state will not rise next to Israel. And meanwhile, 
he said, existing settlements in the West Bank will be expan- 
ded. 


While the Americans have “opposed” Begins position, 
they have nevertheless tried to push King Hussein into nego- 
tiations with him over the future of the West Bank. The king, 
a life-long moderate, has found himself in the same camp 
as President Hafez Assad and Mr. Yasser Arafat. The Ame- 
ricans have now revealed that they have a written letter from 
President Sadat proposing to negotiate on behalf of the other 
Arabs over the future of the West Bank if King Hussein 
would not. Israel, for its part, said it would negotiate with 
whoever was ready to negotiate with it. 


Apart from the West Bankers themselves, there are only 
two parties which can claim the right to represent the Pales- 
tinians: King Husseiu a -J the PLO. They appear to have 
buried the hatchet after an eight-year dispute and as long as 
they can coordinate their positions, there is no way to deal 
with the future of the West Bank. 


King Hussein would be ready to cooperate with the 
Americans if the terms of negotiations are changed. His co- 
operation with Syria and the PLO which also hope k> win 
powerful backing from Saudi Arabia and the Gulf states, is' 
not designed to thwart the peace efforts as much as to im- 
prove oheir chances of success. The Americans seem to think 
that the peace framework is a viable formula; the Arabs, apart 
from Egypt, think differently or are not so sure.

By mid-September, more 
than 60 major industrial and 
financial corporations and 20 
trade associations had announ- 
ced their support for the bill, 
and' dozens of other corporate 
leaders who once opposed it 
had decided to become neutral. 

The ' turnabout was the re- 
sult of the most intensive and 
effective White House lobbying 
on a piece of domestic legis- 
lation since Carter look office. 

The lobbying effort was fo- 
cused as much on swinging 
special interest groups around 
to Che president's side as it was 
on persuading senators direct- 
ly. 

The adaxtustration's basic 
problem when it began its final 
push was that the bill that 
came out of conference com- 
mittee was the product of so 
many compromises that it bad 
a wealth of natural opponents 
and no strong supporters. 

In late August, Energy Sec- 
retary James Schiesinger, Vice 
President Waiter Mondale and 
Robert Strauss,' the president's 
all-purpose adviser, devised a 
strategy of neutralizing the cor- 
porate opposition. 

Their theory, which seems 
to have been justified, was 
that, if the opposition from 
special interest groups could be 
minimized, senators could be 
persuaded to vote for the mea- 
sure on the grounds of natio- 


nal prestige and loyalty to the 
president. 

The cornerstpne of the lob- 
bying effort was a series of 
White House meetings with 
key industrial consumers of na- 
tural gas. 

At a typical meeting, on the 
afternoon of Aug. 28, two do- 
zen executives from major pa- 
per, textile and glass compa- 
nies crowded into the Roose- 
velt Room to hear the hard 
sell for the bill. 

Some of the executives were 
deed set against the measure. 
Others were ambivalent. Not 
one could be counted as a so- 
lid supporter. 

First, according to the notes 
taken by one mao who was 
there, Schiesinger, using multi- 
colored charts and new figu- 
res on gas production develop- 
ed by his department, describ- 
ed the substance of the legis- 
lation.

Unlike those American pa- 
rents that suffered the “gene- 
ration gap" during the 1960s 
with its conflict between those 
over and under 30 years of 
age.

Meanwhile, in reality and 
apparently without his notic- 
ing, Begin's word- bending 
world has been slowly disap- 
pearing.

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U .S. trade deficit 
falls to $1.62 billion 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 
(AP) — The UJS. trade deficit 
fell to $1.62 billion in August, 
an encouraging sign 1 for the 
American economic outlook, 
the U.S. government said Wed- 
nesday. 

The August deficit followed 
a $2.99 -billion trade' gap in 
July and was the second smal- 
lest of the year. 

The reduced deficit was en- 
couraging to economists who 
fear that trade problems are 
contributing to inflation in this 
country in reducing the value . 
of the dollar overseas. 

The improvement came at a 
good time for U.S. economic 
officials, who have been telling 
wodd monetary - officials mee- 
ting in Washington of the 
prospects for improvement, in 
U.S. trade. 

On Tuesday, President Car- 
ter announced a new program 
to stimulate trade by promot- 
ing exports overseas. 

The U-S. increased its ex- 
ports in August by S.7 per cent 
to a record $2.47 billion, witn 
the biggest gains in food and 
airplanes. 

Imports dropped by 4.7 per 
cent to $14.09 billion as Ame- 
ricans bough 1 fewer foreign 
shoes, automobiles and other 
manufactured goods. Imported 
oil continued to be a big pro- 
blem, however. 

The Carter Administration 
says nearly all of tbp U.S. trade 
gap can he attributed to pur- 
chases of oil from Middle East 
countries. 

Oil imports rose 209 million 
in August to $3.35 billion after 
declining the previous month. 

Despite the overall trade im- 
provement in August, it appea- 
red likely that the trade deficit 
for the year will surpass the 
$26.5 billion record in 1977. 

So far this year, the U.S. 
has purchased $20.98 billion 
more than k has sold abroad. 
The trade deficit has been lar- 
ger than the August figure in 
every month except June, when 
it was $1-6 billion. 

In his announcement Tues- 


■day,. Carter outlined what he 
.said were the fust steps to get 
liS. businesses ' to start pr omo- 
ting their products abroad. 

. “Our' export problem has 
been building for many years 
and we cannot expect, drama- 

ifc improvement overnight,” 

Carter said in a statement. “In. 
cieasing exports wiitt- take rime, 
and require a sustained ef- 
fort.” 

If the plan works, he said, 
the economy will grow, new 
jobs will be created, the dol- 
lar will become stronger and 
inflation will be curbed. 

The program involves loans 
to exporters 1 and casing of 
some of the environmental and 
legal restrictions exporters . 
face. 

The UjS. trade deficit thin 
year is already ahead of the 
record year of 197g, but Trea- 
sury Secretary Michael Blu- 
xnenthai held out hope Tues- 
day that A will improve. 

Id a speech to world mone- 
tary officials, Btamenthal poin- 
ted to progress in Congress 
over energy legislation, and in- 
creasing ability of foreigners 
to buy U.S. products. 

“1 am confident that these 
efforts, combined with the slo- 
wing of the US. economy and 
more satisfactory .. growth 
worldwide, will substantially re- 
duce out current account de- 
ficit by perhaps as .much as 
30 to 40 per cent from current 
levels” Jbe said. 

He said it will be critical 
for the UJS. to control infla- 
tion, The Labor Department 
said Tuesday that consumer - 
prices rose 0.6 per cent in 
August, higher than the 0.5 
per cent mark in July, but still 
well below the rates recorded 
earlier in the year.

! In addition to Ashe, 35 and 
Smith, 31, third-ranked Vitas 
■Gerulaitis and fifth-ranked 
iDick Stockton were named 
Tuesday to face Wimbledon 
title holder Bjorn Borg and hit 
Swedish teammates indoors al 
Goteborg, Sweden Oct 6-8. 

Team captain Tony Trabert, 
hopes that experience and a 
strong doubles team can help 
return the 78-year-old interna- 
tional trophy to die United Sta- 
tes. The Americans last won in, 
1971 

The winner of the best-of-five 
match series in Goteborg will 
play .the survivor of the match 
between Britain and Australia 
for the cup. The Britain-Aus- 
tralia match also is scheduled 
OcL 6-8. in England. 

Australia is the cup holder. 
If it defeats Britain, it will host 
the final match at Melbourne's 
Kooyong Club the first week in 
December. 

An America n- Australian duel 
would revive many fond memo- 
ries. These two nations have 
dominated the international 
competition, dashing 37 times, 
28 with the cup at stake. The 
Americans hold a 19-18 edge. 

Trabert said that he and 
Joseph Carrico of Chicago, 
chairman of the U.S. Davis 
Cup Committee, had handed 
Connors a letter during the- 
US. Open championships three 
weeks ago in New York invit- 
ing him to- become a member 
of the U.S. team. 

“We never got a reply,** 
Trabert said. He and Carrioo. 
apparently decided against any 


further attempts at persuasion. 

Although Borg is a three- 
time Wimbledon champion, 
winner of 26 straight Davis 
Cup matches and rated by 
many as the best player In the 
world — an appraisal disputed 
by Connors supporters — an 
■American victory is not un- 
likely. 

Ashe, winner of both the 
Wimbledon aqd Davis titles,, 
has recovered from a nagging 
hed injury and is approaching 
top form. He crushed Brian 
Gottfried, the No. 2 ranked 


U.S. player, Monday in Los 

Angeles. 

Gerulaitis. who has played 
close matches with Borg, can 
be expected to share the an- 
gles with Ashe. Smith and 
Stockton, both powerful servezs 
and volleyers, are teamed for 
the doubles assignment. . 

Even if Borg wins both his 
angles, the Americans hope to 
take the No. 2 singles add the 
doubles. 

Playing the other singles spot 
for Sweden will be Ove Bengt- 


son, a 6-foot-6 big game player 
who helped the Swedes beat 
the Czechs in 1977 but gene- 
rally is not considered in * 
clans with Ashe and Gerulaitis.

LONDON, Oct. 27_7be dollar crisis bas this week entered 1 
a new and more serious phase. Confidence has collapsed and 
has been replaced by an almost universal determination to 
move Into either the Deutcbmark or the yea. Some have 
moved into sterling. 

The attempts of central banks to stem the lide of selling 
have failed. Huge sums were Indeed expended in buying dol- 
lars, but did not halt the decline. , . 

The situation is getting out of hand. Carter s new incomes 
policy is a radical move in a country which bas traditionally 
relied on a free market. 

The weakness of die dollar has been developing in the 
international monetary system for ten years or more: 

There has only recently been recognition in Washington 
that there was anything wrong. For the U.S., the problem lay 
with countries like Germany and Japan, following insufficient- 
ly roflaUonist policies. 

American officials in Europe used to say they were pleas- 
ed ahat the doHar was falling as this would help them increase 
their trade and would penalize the surplus countries. The fur- 
ther the dollar fell the better. The explanation left many gov- 
ernment officials and bankers in Europe a g ha s t. 

This year what has worried the rest of the world most 
has been the apparent unwillingness of the American authori- 
ties to control the money supply. Admittedly, the cost of 
borrowing has been put up sharply but there has been no 
shortage of credit or of loanable funds. This bas meant that 
them has been no restraint on financing the rate of inflation. 
Until money is made tight as weld as expensive, most obser- 
vers thinir that the weakness^of the whole system will porirt. 

The American economy 'does have great resilience. It 
will undoubtedly survive and prosper in future years. Tb$ 
crisis which has been developing has now risen to such A 
crescendo that something has to happen fairly soon. The rafc 
at which the anrency has been, faffing and the volume of sei- 
tin& cannot _be. continued fagjnoiB. than a few weeks.

Biggest public service strike 
brings France to virtual halt 


PARIS. Oct. 27 (AP) — Gan 
bage piled up on Paris side- 
walks. French merchant shipp- 
ing was paralyzed and mail de- 
liveries were sharply reduced 
Thursday in the biggest wave 
of public service strikes to hit 
France for several years. 

The Co mmunis t-sponsored 
strikes began last weekend and 
spread quickly in state and 
municipally-run industries and 
services. Few private industries 
were affected by the strikes, 
which generally concerned 
1 working conditions and job se- 
curity rather than wage levels. 

Paris Mayor Jacques Chirac 
threatened the city’s striking 
garbage workers, saying be 
would call in troops to remove 
the' evil-smelling mounds in 
city streets. Such action has' 
been taken in past garbage 
strikes. . . 


The Communist-run General 
Confederation of Labor (CGT) 
called an unlimited strike to 
protest the hiring of foreign 
cabin staff on French passenger 
liners. A statement described 
the use of the low-wage Asian 
employees as “shameful racial 
discrimination intended to set 
different groups of seamen off 
against, each, other.” 

Transport Minister Joel le 
Theule told a news conference 
the strikers risked a govern-, 
meat decision to scrap the last 
three ocean-going cruise liners 
flying the French flag, all of 
them losing m oney. 

No negotiation was in sight 
between the government -and 
the CGT on this issue. The 
French navy ordered armed tug- 
J»ataL . int o the harbo r gf_ Lg. 


Havre to clear the way for 
landing fuel for power stations 
and vital foodstuffs from for- 
eign ships. 

Postal workers were on strike, 
contending that they were over- 
worked, and demanding addi- 
tional hiring by the govern- 
ment. Striking mail sortens_cut 
letter deliveries in Paris by 60 
per cent. 

The minister of posts and 
telegraphs warned mail work- 
.ecs that their action threatened 
the government's mail mono- 
poly because h favored the ex- 
tension of private delivery ser- 
vice. 

A strike by workers in the 
state-owned telecommunications 
system had little effect on 
national and- international 
telephone links, which are 90 
per cent automated.
